They Prove« ! Thetnselve» Independ­ 
ent of the Senee of Sight. 
Bats are remarkably Independent of 
the sense of sight. 
A naturalist de­ 
scribes some ex periments demonstrat­ 
ing this fact. 
Covering the eyes of a 
bat with wax, he released the creature 
in a room. 
It first of all made its way 
to the door, but Instead of striking j 
tlds hovered a few luches off. slowly 
making its way along the top edge and 
down the side, apparently guided by 
the incoming draft of air. 
Nex t a 
thorough ex ploration of the room was 
made, and throughout the ex amination 
it never once struck either chairs or 
table and swerved aside when n stick 
was placed in its path. 
As a result 
of this ex periment naturalists believe j 
that bats have an acute perception of j 
atmospheric currents and vibrations j 
resident in the nerves of the wring j 
membranes. 
This matter was thoroughly investi­ 
gated so long ago as 1793, when, by the 
cruel ex perim« mt of blinding the ani­ 
mals, It was shown that they could 
cross a 
room 
across 
which—silke n 
threads were stretched in such a way 
as to leave just sufficient space for 
them to pass between with outstretch­ 
ed wings. They not only succeeded In 
passing the threads without touching 
them, but they avoided with equal ease 
the walls and celling. Even when the 
threads were placed still nearer togeth­ 
er they managed, by contracting the 
wings, to pass without contact. Branch­ 
es of trees were similarly avoided, and 
when tired they suspended themselves 
on the walls of the r« x >m as easily as If 
they enjoyed the use of sight 
From this It wTas Inferred that these 
creatures possess a marvelously deli­ 
cate sense of touch In the wing 
mem­ 
branes. 
But it is also regarded as 
probable that this Is Increased by the 
ex pansion of the skin of the ex ternal 
ear and by the development of folds 
of skin on the nose and muzzle. 
In 
some hats, indeed, a perfect rosette 
of such skin Is developed in the latter 
region, as in the ‘‘leaf nosed” 
bats, 
and it is supposed that the additional 
lobe of the ear, known as the “tragus,” 
performs a similar function^—Chicago 
News.

CANDIDATE POSITIONS. 
In speaking of democratic candi­ 
dates for congress circu lating a peti­ 
tion 
among 
repu blicans 
pledging 
their v otes for the democrats instead 
of the repu blican nominee, we su g­ 
gested that a repu blican wbo wou ld 
gign su ch a petition was giv ing away 
a aort of birthright, tieing himself up 
In a manner that depriv ed him of 
his freedom. The m atter of signing 
pledges to v ote for candidates be­ 
longing to the same party as that to 
which the signer v otes with, is q u ite 
another matter; and we shou ld hav e 
made this more plain than 
we did 
in our editorial. 
When republicans or 
democrats 
desire a certain citizen to become a 
candidate for a certain office, 
the 
new primary law prov ides for peti­ 
tions suggestiv e of, the v oter’s pref­ 
erence; but that 
is v ery 
different 
from signing a petition promising 
to v ote for a candidate running in 
opposition to y our own party ’s can­ 
didate; especially for such an office 
as member of congress, where party 
lines should be .well drawn. 
A republican who believ es in re­ 
publican principles can not with any 
aort of consistency sign a petition to 
wote for a democratic candidate for 
congress ;and democrats, we are free 
to admit, are too intelligent to do 
such a foolish 
act. 
No republican 
would hav e the cheek to ask a demo­ 
crat to sign a pledge to v ote for a 
republican congressional candidate. 
When a man goes into a party cau­ 
cus he is in honor hou nd to v ote the 
ticket of his party . 
W hat we desired to say in our edi­ 
torial was that no man who believ es 
in the principles of his party can 
honorably v ote 
for an 
opponent’s 
candidate for congress. In v oting for 
local township offices there is a v ery 
great difference, and in that we be­ 
liev e that ev ery v oter should regard 
the tacit pledge he makes when he 
J oins in a caucus with neighbors. 


Many people are not conv ersant 
with the du ties and responsibilities 
which the law lay s on the cou nty 
ju dge and hence may be influ enced 
by the v iciou s tirade of the Su n, bu t 
attorney s practicing in that 
cou rt 
and persons hav ing any considerable 
bu siness with it recognize the fact 
that the office is one of v ery great 
moment, not only becau se v f th* mass 
of property interests coming within 
its ju risdiction bu t for the difficu lt 
ju dicial and administrativ e q u estions 
constantly pressing for adju stment. 
Many , inclu ding ou rselv es, consider 
it the most important office in the 
cou nty , not ex cepting that of circu it 
ju dge. Compared with all other ju di­ 
cial salaries the one v oted by the su p­ 
erv isors is not open to ju st criticism, 
and those who care to look into the 
facts, not throu gh the blu e goggles 
of the opposition organ, bu t im par­ 
tially , will readily so discov er.

Today hardw ood trees, such as the 
oak, w alnut and ash, hav e been m ade • 
m ore v aluable by the inv ention of v e i 
neering m achinery w hich will enable 
th e logs to be sliced up into lay ers of 
uniform thickness of less than one- j 
tw entieth of an inch. 
In the old day s j 
this process w as all by band and was ( 
a slow and arduous undertaking. 
The adv antages of v eneered wood 
are that it will not crack, sw ell nor 
w arp In the changes from hot to cold 
w eather, and in the case of doors, for j 
Instance, it m akes them lighter and 
more easily handled.
